The rank and file of both the 
Nazi and Fascist parties are too 
young to remember that in the last 
war the Germans swept to the 
suburbs of Paris and won cam- 
paigns at Gallipoli and elsewhere 
that make Norway seem unimpor- 
tant, and that still they failed to 
win a victory which was decided 
ultimately by the United States.

tary defenses. In other words, he 
said, this country had had to catch 
up and keep up. 

The proposed new expenditures, 
he continued, were necessary to 
meet the actual competitive meth- 
ods of other countries. New things 
were coming out, for example, air- 
planes appropriated for in 1935 and 
delivered a year and half later are 
now on the scrap heap. Our ships, 
equal to any ships in the world, will 
have to be altered slightly in design 
as a result of the experiences 
gained during the last few weeks.

SENATE REPORT URGES 
MORE SHIPS, AIR BASES 


Naval Committee Recommends 
Bill for 11 Pct. Fleet 
Expansion. 


WASHINGTON, May 15 (AP).— 
The Senate Naval Committee con- 
tributed today to the armament 
discussion by submitting a recom- 
mendation for an 11 per cent fleet 
expansion bill, saying that the re- 
sultant defense force would be so 
effective “that few nations, not ex- 
cluding victorious totalitarian na- 
tions, will challenge its power.” 


Recommending expansion of 
fleet and air bases, the report de- 
clared the United States must have 
a navy capable of controlling the 
sea approaches to this country, 
supplemented by a strong  land- 
based airforce. 

It said an air force alone would 
not be sufficient, observing that 
the United States might be defeat- 
ed by a blockade of its trade lanes 
and the establishment of enemy 
air bases close to American shores 
from which bombers could aftack 
industrial centers. 

The report was prepared by 
Chairman Walsh (Dem.), Massa- 
chusetts. 

New Canal Suggested. 

Observing that future considera- 
tion of a two-ocean fleet may be 
necessary, the committee recom- 
mended extension of the existing 
submarine and naval air bases in 
the Panama Canal area. It said 
it might be desirable to consider 
the question of building a canal 
across Nicaragua. 

“In the Pacific,” the report said, 
“we should maintain an impregnable 
fleet and air base in Hawaii; com- 
plete or undertake the construction 
of the air and submarine bases rec- 
ommended by the Hepburn (naval) 
board at Unalaska, Sitka and Ko- 
diak, Alaska, and the air and sub- 
marine bases at Midway, Wake, 
Johnson, Palmyra, Canton and in 
the mid-Pacific Ocean. 

“We should make Guam a link 
in our scheme of national defense 
by developing its harbor and fa- 
cilities, and maintaining there an 
operating force of submarines and 
long-range patrol planes. It will 
then stand as a sentinel of the. sea 
—a far-flung lookout, to furnish 
vital information to the defense 
line of our fleet wherever it may be. 

“In the Atlantic, we must im- 
prove our bases at Hampton Roads, 
Va.; Pensacola, Fla.; Guantanamo 
Bay, Cuba, and complete the bases 
recently authorized at Quonsett 
Point, R. L; Jacksonville, Fla., and 
San Juan, P. R. 


Situation in Caribbean, 


“Serious consideration should be 
given the question of acquiring, if 
possible, places in the Caribbean 
area for additional United States 
naval bases, or to prevent their use 
as enemy air or submarine bases, 
from which to launch an attack. 

“A fleet air base in the southeast 
corner of the Caribbean would un- 
doubtedly add to the security of 
that area as well as to the ability 
of the United States fleet to insure 
the integrity of the Monroe Doc- 
trine. 

In connection with the pending 
authorization bill, which would add 
19 fighting ships to the navy’s 
“paper fleet,” the committee said 
total of $45,400,000 should be 
made available in immediate appro- 
priations. 

Of this amount, $18,000,000 is 
needed to provide additional ship- 
building facilities and $27,400,000 
for initial construction costs on 63 
vessels previously approved by Con- 
gress or authorized in the pending 
legislation, the report said. 


Pershing Urges Action. 

Gen. John J. Pershing urged 
quick action on the defense pro- 
gram. Gen. Pershing led _ the 
A. E. F. in France two decades ago. 

“Every energy in this country 
should be devoted to the idea of 
putting the United States in a con- 
dition of thorough preparedness 
against the possibility of war,” he 
said on arriving yesterday from a 
winter’s sojourn in the West.

5 CENT RELIEF MEAL 


Sits Next to Mrs. Hughes Eas- 
ley, St. Louis .Mother 
of Eight.

WASHINGTON, May 15.—Mrs. 
Franklin D. Roosevelt ate a 5-cent 
meal here last night while chat- 
ting with Mrs. Hughes Easley of 


St. Louis, “America’s Unemployed 
Mother,” on the problem of caring 
for a family of 10 on relief pay- 
ments of $68 a month. 

The meal was worked out as a 
feature of the National Women’s 
Conference on Unemployment, an 
organization of WPA workers and 
wives of men on relief and WPA, 
better known as the Daughters of 
the American Depression. It was 
supposed to be typical of meals 
which families on relief can afford. 

Mrs. Roosevelt’s meal was a stew 
consisting of a small piece of beef, 
a bit of carrot, onion and potato. 
She had only half a slice of bread 
with a dab of oleomargarine, one 
canned prune for dessert and a 
cup of coffee with canned milk. 

Mrs. Easley, however, dined on 
what was described by the confer- 
ence as a “square meal”’—a 10-cent 
dinner including pot roast, a larger 
serving of vegetables and, for des- 
sert, tapioca. Persons on relief 
cannot afford such delicacies as pot 
roast and tapioca on their daily 
menu, Mrs. Roosevelt was told. 

Throughout the meal, Mrs. Roose- 
velt kept up a lively discourse with 
Mrs. Easley, wife of an unemployed 
electrician and mother of eight 
children, on how she managed to 
feed and clothe her family on $68 
a month plus $2.50 a week which 
a 16-year-old daughter receives for 
housework. 

Mrs. Easley was very earnest in 
putting the plight of women on re- 
lief before Mrs. Roosevelt, but ap- 
peared embarrassed when her 
3-year-old daughter, Irene, 
asleep in her arms.

BERLIN, May 15 (AP).—Having 
forced surrender of all but isolated 
units*of The Netherlands’ 400,000- 
man army in five days of blitz- 
krieg, Germany sought today to ex- 
tend the scope of this newest con- 
quest by urging Belgium to follow 
the Dutch example. 

Hour after hour, starting early 
in the morning, all German radio 
stations broke in on their programs 
with appeals to the Belgian sol- 
diers to lay down their arms. 

In Flemish and in French the 
soldiers were told that Germany 


does not wish to harm the Belgian 
people, that the Gérman invasion 
of Belgium was brought about be- 
cause Great Britain and France 
were getting ready to attack Ger- 
many through Belgium. 

“Belgians,” said the broadcast, 
“if you want to preserve the lives 
of your men, if you cherish the se- 
curity of your country, if you want 
to safeguard the economic life of 
your country, follow the example 
of the Dutch nation, which now 
has been saved. 

“Stop your resistance. Follow 
the example of the Dutch and stack 
your arms.

“War on Britain’s Doorstep.” 


Success of the Nazi forces in 
their lightning campaign in The 
Netherlands was hailed by morn- 
ing papers throughout the country. 
One authoritative commentator de- 
scribed the achievement of Adolf 
Hitler’s military machine, in bring- 
ing down a “well-armed nation of 
over 8,000,000” in a little more than 
100 hours, as “unique in history.” 

Another stressed the “tremen- 
dously stimulating” effect of the 
victory on the morale of the Ger- 
man army. 

But in military circles the strate- 
gic value of the Dutch surrender, 
as it affects the progress of the 
campaign against the Allies, was 
singled out as the:most vital fac- 
tor. More than one newspaper 
commentator pointed to the fact 
that, with Dutch airports in Ger- 
man hands, the war now is .vir- 
tually on England’s doorstep. 

“The threat to the British Isles 
has advanced further,” said the 
Hamburger Fremdenblatt, which 
added that the distance between 
the Hook of Holland, coast town 
just west of Rotterdam, and the 
English port of Harwich is only 125 
miles, and that it is only 156 miles 
to Harwich from _ Vlissingen 
(Flushing), in the southwest prov- 
ince of Zeeland. 

(The Dutch high command’s or- 
der for the army to lay down its 
weapons took in all of The Nether- 
lands except Zeeland.) 

Now that the German air force 
has proved its efficiency, “these fig- 
ures speak for themselves,” said 
the Fremdenblatt. 


Other Newspaper Comment. 


This was only one of numerous 
newspaper indications that the next 
major German blow may be deliv- 
ered against England rather than 
against France, which already has 
felt the weight of the German col- 
umns along the Meuse. The fact 
that the controlled German news- 
papers are only one step short of 
being official government spokes- 
men lent added weight to all of 
these comments. 

Other evidence of this trend came 
from the Deutsche Allgemeine Zeit- 
ung, which ‘said: | 

“The enemy- now is getting the 
war which it provoked. All illusions 
of a distant and blockade war, of 
protection behind powerful fortifi- 
cation works, have been brushed 
away.” 

Others took occasion to point out 
that, with the Dutch coastline in 
German possession, the air force 
and the submarine fleet would be 
able practically to paralyze ship- 
ping to and from Britain's east 
coast, as well as to inflict heavy 
losses on the British navy when- 
ever and wherever its warships ap- 
pear in these waters. 

Military observers also brought 
out the importance of Holland’s 
eapture on the furtherance of the 
werman drive into Belgium and 
France on a roughly L-shaped front. 

These experts, taking for grant- 
ed that resistance by the Dutch 
garrisons in Zeeland would last 
only a day or two longer, claimed 
the mopping-up of other scattered 
forces which might not have re- 

ceived the Dutch commander-in- 
chief's order to surrender will re- 
quire only a limited part of the 
German army of occupation. 

In the opinion of the military 
observers, only the Dutch coastline 
must be guarded closely against 
any eventuality (meaning a possi- 
ble English attempt to land troops 
there). Therefore, they explained, 
strong detachments now can be 
sent to support the drive into Bel-|

’Chute Troops Trained in Secret

BERLIN, May 15 (AP).—The 
German army’s spectacular new 
service branch, the parachute 
troopers, are daring young men 
who have been trained in secret 
for special operations far beyond 
normal infantry practice. 
Informed sources say that in re- 
cent months they were put through 
special training for the important 
part they were to play in the 
Low Countries campaign. 

They trained and practiced in 
isolated districts in Eastern Ger- 
many and in the “general Govern- 
ment” area of German-occupied Po- 
land. 

These sources said varied tactics 
were developed for attacking forti- 
fied points, disrupting enemy rein- 
forcements, encircling military ob- 
jectives and occupying airports. 
Indirectly discounting suggestions 
that parachute soldiers may have 
played a decisive part in the fall 
of the fort of Eben Emael near 
Liege, where the Germans claimed 
use of a “new weapon,” an air 
force officer told of some of the 
details of the parachute mode of 
attack, 

“Ten or 15 men spring from the 
plane at intervals,” he said, “far 
enough apart so their ‘chutes do 
not tangle. 

“The machine must not fly too 
fast, or the men will be dashed 
against the rudders. The transport 
generally has a speed of 125 miles an 
hour. That throws the parachut- 
ists far apart. They must assemble 
on earth from areas of hundreds 
of yards. They certainly would not 
land in the center of a fort or 
close under armored turrets.

Cites City Participation.

BATAVIA, Netherlands East In- 
dies, May 15 (AP).—Dutch military 
authorities prepared today “to meet 
all eventualities” as Governor-Gen- 
eral Tjarda Van Starkenborgh 
Stachouwer broadcast a proclama- 
tion announcing the laying down of 
arms in The Netherlands, The Gov- 


ernor urged Batavians not to de- 
spair. 

One of the first reactions was the 
decision' of many Dutch citizens to 
apply for service with the Allied 
armies. 

All native rulers and the repre- 
sentatives of other nations in the 
East Indies, including the Chinese 
and Arabs, declared their loyalty 
to - Queen Wilhelmina, who will con- 
tinue to rule her overseas posses- 
sions from Great Britain.

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BULHM AS LEGAL 


Says Perjury Defendant as 
Witness Was Not in 
Need of Counsel, Cites 
Court Decisions. 


The Government's argument) 
against defense attacks on validity 
of an indictment charging that 
Frank J. Boehm, former executive 
vice-president of Union Electric Co. 
of Missouri, committed perjury in 
testimony before examiners for the 
Securities and Exchange Commis- 
sion was made today before United 
States District Judge George H. 
Moore by District Attorney Harry 
C. Blanton. 

Four lawyers for Boehm _ took 
four and a half hours yesterday to 
discuss in detail the many legal ob- 
jections which they have raised to 
the sufficiency of the indictment. 

The former utility executive is 
charged with having given false 
testimony on various appearances 
as a witness in the SEC investiga- 
tion of political activities and_ busi- 
ness practices of Union Electric 
Co. His trial is set for June 17. 

Blanton reminded the Court that 
Boehm was not a defendant in the 
SEC investigation, or a party to 
that investigation, but only a wit- 
ness and as such was not in need 
of counsel. He said the courts in 
passing on the various acts admin- 
istered by the Securities Commis- 
sion have recognized the distinc- 
tion between the secret investiga- 
tions authorized by law and public 
hearings. 

Congress wisely provided for sec- 
ret investigations in advance of 
public hearings, he said, for the 
protection of both the utilities com- 
panies and the investing public. The 
purpose, he said, was to catise the 
least possible disturbance in the 
financial structures of companies 
under investigation, 

Blanton cited two decisions of 
United States Circuit Courts of Ap- 
peals comparing SEC investigations 
with grand jury proceedings in re- 
spect to secrecy. He said the rec- 
ord showed that Boehm had never 


|}made a demand for the presence of 


counsel at his examinations until 
last Dec. 18; when he refused to 


‘testify without the presence of 


counsel. He had consulted counsel 
in connection with his testimony, 
Blanton said, and one of Boehm’s 
lawyers admitted this was s0.

NEW YORK, May 15 (AP).— 
The New York State Athletic Com- 
mission found a way today to abide 
by its own rules and still permit 
‘Welterweight Champion Henry 
Armstrong and Lightweight Cham- 
‘pion Lew Jenkins to tangle in a 
non-title tussle in the Polo Grounds 
July 17. 

The fight has been regarded as 
a “natural” since Texas Lew flat- 
tened Lou Ambers last Friday night 
in three rounds to win recognition 
in this State as world’s 135-pound 
boss. 

But the commission recently put 
a rule on its books forbidding one 
titleholder from meeting the cham- 
pion in another division without 
first abdicating his title. The com- 
mission even went one step farther 
and said any fighter who wanted 
to be regarded as a contender in 
a higher weight division than that 
in which he would ordinarily cam- 
paign, would have to relinquish 
all claims in his original division. 
Thus, if Jenkins wanted to take on 
Armstrong, he would have to va- 
cate the lightweight throne and 
shoot at “Hammerin’ Hank’s 147- 
pound laurels, since both are under 
that weight limit.

PATMAN SAYS BILL 
DOESNT AFFECT 


Author Testifies Third of

WASHINGTON, May 15 (AP).— 
Representativ: (Dem.), 
Texas, urged a House subcommit- 
tee yesterday to approve his chain 
store tax bill, with the contention 
that opponents had based most of 
their testimony “on the false prem- 
ise that this bill involves the en- 
tire chain store system.” 


“It would not touch 95 per cent 
of the chain store companies,” he 
asserted. “Four and two-thirds per 
cent of the chain store companies 
would pay a reasonable tax. One- 
third of 1 per cent of them would 
be seriously affccted after Seven 
years.” 

About 20 of the iargest interstate 
chains probably would be forced to 
liquidate, he indicated, after the bill 
became fully effective. 

Patman said large chains acceler- 
ated a tendency toward concentra- 
tion of wealth and power in the 
economic system, “ganged up on 
the farmer,” and “destroyed local 
privilege and opportunity.” 


Effect on Farm Prices. 
“The suggestion has been made 
that the chains help the farmer. It 
seems to me a matter of common 


sense that the fewer bidders there 
are on the farmers’ market, the

NEW INDICATOR SAID 


TO SHOW GROUND 
SPEED OF AIRPLANES 


Present Devices Do Not Give 
Exact Rate in Relation 
to the Earth. 


BALTIMORE, May 15 (AP). — 
The Sun says a ground speed in- 
dicator for airplanes, which would 
make possible “blind bombing” 
with bomberg out of sight of anti- 
aircraft batteries, has been in- 
vented by a young army officer at 
Edgewood, Md., arsenal of the 
chemical warfare service. 

The device was reported to have 


been tested successfully last week 
in Chicago, and its inventor, Lieut. 
Bruce von G. Scott, said it re- 
corded accurately an  airplane’s 
ground speed up to 300 miles an 
hour. Further tests for greater 
speed are under 7ay. 

Present airplanes-have air speed 
indieators, but they do not have 
instruments giving the exact speed 


in relation to the earth. Reports 
of one test showed a plane’s air 
speed indicator recorded a speed 
of 105 miles an hour. When the 
ground speed indicator was 
switched on, the needle swung over 
to 75 miles an hour. 

Scott’s invention, the mechanics 
of which were not disclosed, would 
enable bombers to fly in weather 
when crews could not see the 
ground, for targets could be locat- 
ed from calculations based on the 
plane’s speea and the time and di- 
rection of flight.

NAZI RAD ON BRUSSEL 


Watched Bomb Destroy House 
Across Street From U. S. 
Embassy. 


PARIS, May 15 (AP).—Henry R. 
Luce, editor of Time and Life mag- 
azines, said today the sight of a 
German aerial bomb ripping 
through a house in Brussels the day 
Nazi treops invaded Belgium 
‘brought home to him the savage- 
ness of modern warfare. 

He and his wife were standing 
at a fourth floor window of the 
American Embassy across the 
Street when the Nazi plane at- 
tacked. 

They had arrived in Brussels 
from The Hague on the night of 
May 9 to keep an appointment 
with King Leopold of the Belgians, 
originally set for 10 a. m. May 10. 
“We were at the window looking 


a tremendous explosion,” Luce re- 
eounted. 

“The house across the street col- 
lapsed. The sirens began to blow. 
They kept blowing almost all day 
long. Soon after the bombing, Red 
Cross ambulances appeared and 
several casualties were carried out. 
I couldn’t find out whether they 


‘were killed or merely injured, but 


there was no doubt they were civil- 
ians.” 

Ambassador Cudahy tried to per- 
suade Luce and his wife to leave 
immediately, the American publish- 
er said, but they decided to stay 
over until Saturday. 

“One of the most extraordinary 
things,” he added, “was that most 
of the guests the Ambassador had 
invited for dinner Friday night ar- 
rived on time.” 

The Luces, accompanied by Mrs. 
Hugh Gibson, wife of the farmer 
United States Ambassador to Bel- 
gium, made the trip to the French 
border by private car, passing sev- 
eral lines of troops when they 
neared the frontier.

Quickly, the 
‘chute soldiers unhitch their har- 
ness, hunt cover, mount ma- 
chine guns and hold their posi- 
tion until reinforcements de- 
scend from other planes.

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|WHAT THE MILITARY 
TERMS USED IN WAR 
DISPATCHES MEAN 


A Man Hides in a Fox Hole, 
and a Barrage Is a Cur- 
tain of Fire. 


WASHINGTON, May 15 (AP).— 
The daily war dispatches from 
Europe are filled with phrases like 
“flank attack” (to attack around 
the left or right), and “enfilade” 
(to rake with fire, as a trench or 
column of troops). 

Here's a quick glossary of some 
of the main terms: 

Barrage—A curtain of shelifire 
usually laid down by artillery to 
cut off a route of enemy approach, 
clear the way for its own attack- 
ing force or cut off the enemy's 
avenues of escape or reinforce- 
ment, 

Bridgehead—-A military position 
on the enemy’s side of a stream, 
protecting a bridge or ford from 
the enemy. 

Consolidate a position—Erect for- 
tifications and establish communi- 
cations lines to supply and protect 
armed forces in a newly captured 
position. 

Dump—Where supplies are tem- 
porarily stored for distribution to 
fighting forces. 

Fortified lines (Maginot 
Siegfried) — Not lines at all but 
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rrow strip of land on the south 
bank hemmed in by Swiss terri-

Monroe Doctrine which warns ambitious European 
Powers that “we should consider any attempt on their 
part to extend their system to any portion of this 
hemisphere as dangerous to our peace and safety.” 

Yet there is an obvious means available for avoid- 
ing the difficulty even before it materializes.

foreign possessions, especially those in the West 
Indies, just as we purchased the Virgin Islands from 
These outposts of the European empires 
are even more important to us now than were the 
Danish possessions, as outer defenses of the Canal. 

England and France might well find it the course 
of high diplomacy to cede us their islands in payment 
of the debt incurred by them during the last war.

For that reason, the only prac- 
tical plan of American defense is 
to proceed at oncetoa vast expan- 
sion of plants and personnel for the 
making of warships, airplanes and 
military equipment to sell to the 
Allies, as fast as we can, the arma- 
ments that can be turned out at 
once, while we build up for our- 
selves, in the event of their defeat, 
the capacity to produce adequate 
armaments, 

By making promptly available to 
the Allies the immediate products 
of our plants, we shall be e:nploy- 
ing the only~- practicable means of 
gaining time in which to expand 
our productive capacity. Time is 
what matters to us. 

We cannot intervene by force ot 
arms in the war that is now being 
fought; if we wished to intervene, 
we could not. We have nothing to 
intervene with, and if we had, the 
weapons could be more effectively 
employed by the trained troops of 
the Allies than by any army that 
we could raise and train quickly 
enough to make any difference. 

Therefore, our policy should be 
to organize at once a vast expan- 
sion of all our facilities for building 
ships, airplanes and instruments of 
war. What those facilities can pro- 
duce immediately, we should sell 
immediately to the Allies. 


With those weapons they may be 
able to withstand the attack. In 
so far as they do, their successful 
defense will provide us with the in- 
finitely precious time we shall need 
to develop the industrial capacity 
needed for our own defense; and if 
the Allies fall, we shall at least 
have-made a start toward prepar- 
ing ourselves for the emergency 
which will then confront us.

FLYERS’ OXYGEN MASK 
NOW USED BY DOCTOR 


Equipment Used in Treating 
Heart Attacks and Other 
Ailments. 


Many physicians now include as 
part of their regular equipment the 
latest type oxygen mask of the 
kind used by aviators, for use in 
emergency treatment of heart at- 
tacks and other ailments, Dr. 
George R. Herrmann, professor of 
medicine at the University of Texas, 
Said in an address last night at a 
joint meeting of St. Louis Clinics 
and the St. Louis Medical Society. 

The four-day post-graduate course 
and clinical conference of St. Louis 
Clinics, attended by physicians 
from outlying communities, contin- 
ued today at Firmin Desloge Hos- 
pital, with lectures and demon- 
strations by members of the facul- 
ty of St. Louis University Medical 
School. The sessions will end to- 
morrow. 

Dr. Herrmann, speaking on “Man- 
agement of the Commoner Types 
of Cardiac Emergencies,” said. use 
of the oxygen mask, together with 
@ small oxygen tank, is spreading 
rapidly among physicians because 
of the efficiency of the mask and 
ease of transportation. The equip-

ment, taking up little space, can 
be carried in the practitioner’s au- 
tomobile or kept in his office for 
ready availability. 

Deprecating the seriousness at- 
tached by the average person to 
the term “heart attack,” Dr. Herr- 
mann pointed out that many at- 
tacks are relatively harmless and 
stop spontaneously or respond to 
simple treatment. However, he add- 
ed, too much emphasis cannot be 
placed on the importance of peri- 
odical check-ups, particularly among 
persons of middle age. 


“One doesn’t drive his automo- 
bile until it breaks down—he has 
it checked occasionally by a me- 
chanic,” he continued. “It certain- 
ly is as important to keep the hu- 
man mechanism checked. The man 
in middle age who boasts of not 
having been to a doctor for 20 
years is just flirting with trouble. 
The best of us start deteriorating 
a little when we get along toward 
45 or 50 “years of age.” 

Dr. Herrmann advised that per- 
sons in this category avoid too 
strenuous exercise, particularly if 
accustomed toa sedentary routine. 
Sudden, excessive strains all too 
often are reflected in weakening 
of the heart or other organs, he 
said. 


Discussing the difference between 
the benign and more serious heart 
attacks, Dr. Herrmann asserted: “It 
is quite important for the physi- 
cian to know when to use and 
when not to use heroic measures. A 
rapid, thorough survey and an- 
alysis of the whole clinical picture 
must be accomplished in a few 
seconds. Medical intuition born of 
years of active experience will bear 
fruit under emergency. circum- 
stances.” 

A graduate of the University of 
Michigan Medical School in 1918, 
Dr. Herrmann served as resident 
physician at Barnes Hospital and 
assistant in medicine at Washing- 
ton University Medical School at 
the outset of his career, in 1920 and 
1921. He is the author of several 
standard books on heart disease.

WASHINGTON

House Takes An- 
other Step Toward 
General Service 
Pension. 


WASHINGTON, May 15. 


HE Government is running a 
Teeticit this year of around four 
billion dollars, 

The public debt crowds the stat- 
utory limit of 45 billion dollars. Na- 
tional defense needs, if satisfied, 
will require shortly either that this 
limit be increased or that new taxes 
be imposed. 

Yet the House this week, under 
pressure from the veterans’ lobby, 
passed a new pension bill that 
would cost the country in its first 
year of operation from $24,000,000 
to $48,000,000; in its second year, 
$51,000,000; in its fifth year, $60,000,- 
000. And the cost would go up year 
by year until, im the estimate of 
Representative Costello (Dem.), 
California, who fought the meas- 
ure, “it is quite likely that these 
figures may reach a trifling sum 
in excess of a cold billion dollars.” 
The bill would provide pensions 
for the dependent widows and 
orphans of World War veterans, 
and, introducing a brand-new prin- 
ciple into such legislation, pensions 
for the dependent parents of de- 
ceased veterans. It would make no 
difference whether or not the vet- 
eran died from a service-connected 
disability. The only requirement 
would be 90 days’ service on the 
part of the veteran, at home or 
abroad, 


s * > 


This is an election year. The 
bill was demanded by the Ameri- 
can Legion and the Veterans of 
Foreign Wars of the United 
States. So the House passed it by 
a vote of 247 to 31 and sent it 
along to the Senate. There was no 
roll call—only a “division” that en- 
abled members to vote without go- 
ing on record. A complete fadeout 
of the “economy bloc” marked the 
debate and the vote. 

The proceedings showed the 
House at its irresponsible worst, a 
condition into which it is likely 
to fall—along with the Senate— 
whenever the vetcrans’ lobby really 
turns on the heat. , 

It isn’t always the much-maligned 
bureaucracy that’s to blame for 
prodigal shelling out of the people’s 
money. Sometimes it’s Congress, 
strictly on its own. In the expen- 
sive matter of pension legislation, 
whatever restraint is exercised 
comes from the executive, 

” * » 


The fact that a new pension bill 
is half-way through Congress is 
only a part of the stery. The rest 
and more significant part is that 
gradually the barriers in the way 
of a general service pension—a 
pension for all World War veter- 
ans based on the simple fact of 
service, of whatever duration be- 
yond 90 days, whether at home in 
a training camp or on the firing 
line in Europe, whether the veter- 
an is well or ill, rich or poor—are 
being broken down. — 

One of the barriers crumbled 
this week in the House when the 


} distinction between service-connect- 


ed and non-service-connected dis- 
abilities was discarded in the bill 
pertaining to widows, orphans and 
parents. 

As old Reed Smoot foresaw, the 
way toward the general service 
pension is being smoothed, year 
by year. 

In trying to get the House to 
leave dependent parents out of the 
bill and thus save around $8,500,- 
000 the first year, Mr. Costello 
summed up the prospect: 

“This legislation is only the start- 
ing point, and every succeeding 
Congress, at least in election years, 
is going to have to do something 
to show the veterans that this Con-

It will be interesting to see how 
it fares in the Senate, and particu- 
larly interesting to observe the at- 
titude of the “economy bloc.” At 
the very least, the taxpayer has 
the right to ask for a roll call.

THE CORPORATION The Corporation, incorporated in New Jersey in 1901, is a holding company owning a 
controlling stock interest in various subsidiaries which principally conduct integrated 
operations for the production and sale in competitive markets of a wide variety of finished and semi-finished steel 
products. Collectively the subsidiaries constitute the largest domestic producer of steel. Operations include the 
production of most of the coal, substantially all of the iron ore, limestone and coke, and part of certain other raw 
materials used by the subsidiaries. Steel products (other than rails) and cement are generally quoted for delivery at 
place of destination. The Federal Trade Commission has severely criticized the delivered price method of selling 
steel products, recommending that it be supplanted by sales f. o. b. manufacturer’s mill, and has attacked the 
delivered price method of sale of cement in a pending legal proceeding. 

The Corporation and certain subsidiaries own all of the capital stock of 15 common carrier yailroads which 
operate approximately 1,266 miles of road. These railroads are important by reason of the transportation facilities 
made available to the subsidiaries and the dividends received from the large investments therein. 

The properties of the subsidiaries consist principally of iron and steel manufacturing properties, coke plants, 
rail and water transportation properties, and owned and leased iron ore and coal properties. The plants and 
facilities vary in age and operating efficiency. Substantial expenditures may be required during the next few years 
to replace or rebuild various plants and facilities.

A prominent writer on the ef- 
fects of drugs says, “It is impor- 
tant to remember that caffeine has 
no effect on brain protoplasm ex- 
cept to increase its functional ac- 
tivity. Caffeine does not produce 
brain exhaustion unless it is taken 
in such a manner and in such 
large quantities as to interfere 
with sleep, rest and the taking of 
food in ordinary quantities. It has 
been shown that an individual is 
enabled to do more mental work in 
a given space of time with caffeine 
than he is capable of doing with- 
out it, and that this increased work 
is not followed by depression or 
exhaustion. In other words, it acts 
as a lubricant does in machinery, 
increasing ability without causing 
exhaustion.” 


Tinting Fading Hair

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A SHAMPOO TINT REQUIRES CAR 


E SO THAT

ET me state at the beginning 
L of this column that I do not 
recommend any tint or dye for 
hair. But there are thousands of 
women who do want to know how 
to go about selecting a tint for 
their fading hair, and I shall en- 
deavor to caution them correctly. 

Shampoo tints are a lighter dye. 
They are usually applied to the 
hair by a small brush beginning 
at the part in the hair and gradu- 
ally covering all the hair with the 
ends left until the very last. The 
reason for this is that the ends 
are likely to be drier and absorb 
the tint more quickly. 

Some experts in tinting like to 
apply the color to a freshly sham- 
pooed head. Others like to apply 
it about a week after a shampoo 
(especially if your hair is very 
dry) if you have not used any set- 
ting lotion or other hair aid. The 
operator can usually judge about 
how long it will take for the color 
to set on your hair. It varies from 
10 minutes to an hour. She can, 
and should test your hair’s reac- 
tion every 10 minutes by washing 


a strand with soap and water and 


drying it on a towel. 


Hair fades most quickly around 
the temples and on top of the 
head. So it is logical that these 
spots are covered first and the 
tint is allowed to remain on them 
until the very last minute. The 
whole head is then shampooed 
with. the tint solution which be- 
comes sOapy when water is added 
to it. Some women like an addi- 
tional pure soap shampoo after 
this as the tint shampoo some- 
times leaves the hair stiff. 

In selecting a tint shade it is 
better to request one which is a 
shade or two lighter than your 
own hair. All tint manufacturers 
supply beauty shops with charts 
of their shades. Pieces of hair 
dyed by the various colors.

Relating Stories That Gets 
Hearty Laughs From Audi- 


ences Year After Year.

HE only man in show business 

who has been telling the same 

stories for years and still gets 
laughs that would warm the heart 
of Joe Miller, patron saint of the 
funny men, is Lou Holtz, the little 
man behind the big cigar. There 
are plenty of comedians who have 
been renewing the same gag week 
after week with different words or 
reviving an oldie with a new setting, 
but the light-haired, blandly poker- 
faced Holtz has been taking his 
favorite character, Sam Lapidus, 
through the same series of adven- 
tures in the same dialect, doing 
the stories about the finger bowls 
and the three men climbing the 
40 flights of stairs, until they are 
as classic to him as “Hamlet” is 
to John Barrymore. Moreover, he 
has been so successful at it that 
in one town this spring he was 
forced to do a special Sunday aft- 
ernoon show—during the Lenten 
season at that. 

“It’s very simple,” Holtz  ex- 
plained, lounging deep in a chair 
in his suite at the Chase Hotel— 
his current stopping place — and 
sending up a smoke screen with 
the cigar. “You see, the average 
fellow gets a story and tells it. 
That's all. Instead of just telling 
it, I try to build up each character 
in the story and make the dialogue 
as funny as the finish. When 
you hear | start a story you've 
heard before, there are certain 
lines in it you like and you listen 
for them, instead of just for the 
ending. I can tel] the same story 
19 or 15 years—in fact, I do—and 
the story practically becomes a 
scene.” . 

“You've been a comedian 25 years 
—is that right?” we queried, peer- 
ing through the smoke. 

“I’ve been trying to be a come- 
dian for 25 years.” Holtz corrected. 
“T’ve been one for seven or eight 
years. It takes at least 15 years 
to learn a sense of timing, poise, 
how to relax on the stage. You 
can take a little girl and send her 
to dancing school and see that she 
learns her steps, and then you can 
say, ‘Now, honey, do your dance,’ 
and she can do it, but nobody 
can teach you how to be a come- 
dian. You have to be able to sense 
instinctively what is funny and 
what isn’t. 

“And here’s something else,” Lou 
continued in the same serious 
scholarly tone he adopts when ex- 
pounding one of his theories of 
humor. “Several weeks ago I was 
having dinner with Darryl Zanuck 
and ‘some other guys from 
Twentieth Century-Fox, and when 
Zanuck left the room, one of them 
said to me, ‘Darryl thinks you're 
the greatest story teller in 
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LOU HOLTZ—THE CIGAR IS ALWAYS PRESENT. 


America.’ That made me mad. I'd 
rather he’d said I was the great- 
est comedian, because I think fun- 
damentally you have to be a nat- 
ural comedian before you can be a 
good story teller. 

“I started trying to be a com- 
edian in San Francisco in 1915. 
From there I came to New York 
‘where I teamed up with acts, trios, 
other fellows, and succeeded in be- 
ing closed out of practically every 
theater.

“Final contract six spades by 
North, doubled by East: Opening 
lead, singleton king of diamonds by 
East. 

“Notice that the hand is a ‘Corri- 
gan. Because the three losing 
clubs in the South hand must be 
trumped out, the hand must be 
played backward, using South's 
trumps to take care of East. 

“Notice, also, that unless one of 
North’s diamond honors is dropped 
on South's ace at the first trick 
good defense will defeat the con- 
tract. 

“Declarer wins the first trick 
with dummy’s ace of diamonds, 
dropping the queen or jack from 
the closed hand. A club must be 
led immediately and trumped high 
in the closed hand. Dummy is re- 
entered with a small trump to the 
queen, and another club is 
trumped high. Dummy again is en- 
tered by leading a low trump. On 
this lead the established finesse is 
taken against East’s nine spot. 

“The third club now is led and 
trumped with North's last spade. 
Next the jack of diamonds is led, 
and if East stays off, is followed by 
the small diamond. East must 
trump one of these, otherwise seven 
will be made. Whatever East leads 
after trumping the diamond, declar- 
er takes the rest. 

“Notice the situation if declarer 
fails to unblock the diamonds at the 
first trick. East then has only to 
trump declarer’s diamond at trick 
seven, throw him in again with a 
heart, and the contract cannot be 
made. P. R., Illinois.” 


I am particularly fond of “dum- 
my reversal” hands, but I am 
afraid that this is not a particu- 
larly happy example. Far from 
North’s having to ruff dummy’s 
three clubs and later to use dummy’s 
trumps to pick up East's, declarer 
cannot only make his contract, but 
an extra trick by playing in a per 
fectly straightforward manner. 

The diamond king is taken by the 
ace and now it is true that North 
must drop one of his blocking hon- 
ors. But his second play should be 
a heart to the ace and a heart ruff 
with the spade four. The lead of 
the spade queen discloses the trump 
situation. Now the spade eight is 
led to the ten and a second heart 
is ruffed with dummy’s last trump, 
the jack. Now declarer returns to 
his own hand by ruffing a club, 
the first time he has shortened him- 
self in trumps. East’s remaining 
trumps are picked up by the ace 
and king, and declarer wins the 
last four tricks by cashing the dia- 
mond queen and leading the dia- 
mond three to the nine spot. 

It will be observed that there is 
no risk involved in this method of 
play and that it not only insures the 
contract, but an extra trick as well
